his son, J. O. • England, five miles 
from Tyler on the Sand Flat road, '•' 


Justice of the Peace Roy Vinson 


said death was the result of poison, 
self-administered, and said he would 
return an official verdict of suicide. 


The aged man, who had lived '5^ 


years in Hope, Ark. before moving 
here last fall, had been despondent 
some time, relatives here said. Wed- 
nesday morning, according to officers 
who investigated the death. Mr. Eng- 
land came to Tyler and brought a small 
bottle of poison, which he said he 
would use to kill rats. 


About 2 p. m., his cries attracted 


his daughter-in-law, who summon- 
ed her husband from the field. Mr. 
England died within a few minutes. 


Near the body, which lay dressed 


across a bed, was an empty bottle 
which had contained poison, a glass,' 
in which officers said a considerable, 
quantity of poison remained, and' a' 
note. 


The roughly-pencilled note gave fin- 


al directions, explained the aged man 
had "no need to live longer," and 
asked the family to go to no extra 
expens.e

Rise of Rayon Is 


Told to Rotarians 


Second .Only to Cotton 


Goods, Says Geo. 


W .Robison 


A girl model beautifully gowned 


stood before a group of merchants in 
New York City recently, and the 
remarkable thing about her was that 
every stitch of clothing she wore was 
produced in a chemist's test-tube 
George W. Robison told Hope Rotary 
club Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Rayon, and its allied products, was 


.the item that made this possible, the 
speaker continued. 
' 


Rayon is a synthetic yarn that was 


discovered in 1884 by a pupil of Dr. 
Pasteur, who at that time was seeking 
a cure for a disease of. silk worms 
The student accidentally . hit on a 
process for making synthetic thread 
that could be woven into synthetic 
cloth using neither of the traditional 
animal products, silk or wool. 


Rayon is a vegetable fibre made 


of wood pulp and cotton lintcrs. These 
Mr. Robison said, are reduced to 
cellulose, which is then treated with 
caustic soda and carbon disulfide. The 
solution is then pumped into a spin- 
erette—a mechanical device with holes 
resembling the spining holes of a silk- 
worm. As the solution spouts from 
these spinning holes it falls into an 
acid bath, from which it emerges 
as a slender yarn that is ready to be 
woven into cloth. 


The great advance in rayon con- 


sumption began, Mr. Robison said, 
when the manufacturers determined to 
drop the phoney original term it 
had been introduced under, ''arti- 
ficial silk," and began advertising ray- 
on on its own merits. Incidentally, 
the product itself was soon vastly 
improved. 
. 


Rayon consumption has risen in 


the United States, Mr. Robison con- 
tinued, until today it is second only 
to cotton; and it is five and a half 
times the consumption of silk. Silk 
today has a consumption figure of 
only 1.2 per cent of-the-total textile 
consumption in the United States, 
the speaker said. 


Rayon's predominance will increase 


enormously, Mr. Robison concluded; 
with the coming introduction of Nylon, 
trade name for the DuPont company's 
new chemical-fibre hose which is re- 
puted to be as beautiful as silk 
but much longer-wearing.

He was born in Holland, and 
he has a contempt for the gaudy im-< 
perial ambitions of big countries that 
only those people know who come 
from countries too small to have 
any such ambitions. He has Dutch 
bluntness and Dutch practicality. He 
looks no more like a professor of 
history than an elephant looks like an 
aard-vark. But he has been working 
at this history thing for a long time. 
When he was- 10, he set about writ- 
ing "A Universal Encyclopedia 'of all 
Historical Knowledge." He has been 
working at it ever since. He's 57.

He has been in America almost all 


his life, and is as proud of his citizen- 
ship as he is of his Dutch origins.

What happens when a human being 


suddenly becomes unconscious afte 
a bttmp,on the head? 


The Widespread use of fte auto 


rnobile and the development of mac 
hines of al Itypes which make such 
accidents frequent have focused con 
siderabte attention on this subject 


•Formerly it was thought that un 


consciousness results after a blow ot 
the head because of a sudden increase 
in the pressure inside the skull. I 
unconsciousness after a blow on thi 
tiead lasts more than five minutes 
there ;is usually serious damage to the 
brain itself or else there is hem- 
arrhage in the large blood vessels 
fn concussion, however, such damage 
' as not occurred. 


TTiere has been some difficulty in 


explaining the rise in.pressure within 
the skull. It has been suggested 
tor example, that the skull is in- 
dented by the blow and that the vol-

The experts have not 
been able to determine with any cer- 
tainty just why the blow on the chin 
is more likely to produce a knock- 


In general, investigators are in- 


out than one elsewhere on the head, 
clined to believe that following a blow 
on the head there is .a very short 
period in which the blood vessels in 
the head contract to such an ex- 
tent that the supply of blood to the 
brain is considerably reduced. This 
produces a. condition called cerebral 
anemia, which merely means a lack 
of blood in the brain. 


Lack of blood to the brain or a lack 


of oxygen may act to produce da- 
mage -to the tissue of the brain it- 
self. People who are poisoned by car- 
"bon monoxide gas'frequently have per 
manent damage,-to the brain because 
of'lack of oxygen. For that reason ex- 
perts are inclined to thintc that the 
fighter who gets "punch drunk" gets 
that condition bceause of a frequent 
number of punches on the head re- 
Fulting in a lack of oxygen for the 
brain.

LESSON 


In the tipper Hooin 
Text: Mntthew 26:17-30

EclKor of Advance 


Our lesson, based on the story of the 


Last Supper in the Upper Room 
where Jesus wns observing the Pn.ss- 
over with His disciples, brings us 
into the closing scenes of our Lord's 
earthly ministry nnd His preparat- 
ion for Calvary. 


It IE upon this Last Supper and the 


lymbolic eating of the bread and 
drinking of the wine that the comm- 
union service in the Christian church 
has been established. 


It is fitting—especially in these days 


when there is such great need of 
drawing Jews and Christians together 
In tolerance and in love for one an- 
other—that the Last Supper, which 
founds the Christian service of' com- 
munion, should'have been the Jew- 
ish Passover, still observed with such 
solemnity 
and 
devotion 'by Jews 


throughout the world. 


The Passover and the service of com- 


munioin hove more in common, how- 
ever, than this association in the 
lives of Jesus nnd 'His disciples. They 
are designed to promote the same spirit 
f'i 
fnith and gratitude to God 
for 


His mercy nnd salvation. Both em- 
phasize tthe reality of 'religious fel- 
lowship and the consciousness of a 
bond of unity In faith, hope, and de- 
votion. They also emphasize that has 
been so essentially associated with 
religious service and with human wel- 
fare. The progress and betterment of 
man has been possible because of 
those who have borne heavy burdens 
and accepted great sacrifices to attain 
it. 


This lost Passover of the disciples 


with the Master was a period of great 
sadness, because Jesus had assured the 
disciples that one of them should be- 
tray Him. The, shadow of the Cross 
was very definitely upon Him, and 
the disciples, who had turned from 
all that they had in this world to 
follow Him, were pu/zled and dis- 
appointed to find that, instead of set- 
ting up an earthly kingdom, He was 
going to some mysterious fate. Ap- 
parently they did not even under- 
stand what this fate would be or 
how, through suffering, their Master 
was to fulfill His earthly mission. 


But in the depth of their sorrow, 


they must have sensed 
u deeper 


mystery. They may not have under- 
stood, but when Jesus broke the 
bread and gave it to them, and when 
He spoke of the wine in the cup 
as His blood', "poured out for the re- 
mission of sins," ;md when He spoke 
af'the "time" when He would drink of 
the fruit of the vine anew with them 
In His Father's kingdom, although they 
may not have understood, they must 
have sensed some world of glory 
above the tragedy that overshadowed 
them. 


We see these things after the fact. 


We can enter into these experiences 
and understand as the disciples did not 
understand. It is this thnt ought 
to enrich for us the service of com- 
munion, the Lord's Supper which re- 
peats and symbolizes in our experience 
what happened in that Upper Room.

The mnnnger of the locker plunt at 


Princeton 111., reports that while most 
families started out with n single 
locker ut first, there are now about 
100 "two locker families" on the roll 
of the Princeton plant. 


Town folks, like farm families, arc 


always finding additional uses for 
their lockers. Poultry nnd meats of a 
high-grade class Ls rather scarce and 
there' is a growing tendency to de- 
posit the immediate 'excess of this 
high grade food in a "safety deposit" 
box at the freezer-locked plant, the 
Princeton plant reported.

Basic complaint "against the board 


throughout the Smith hearings lias 
been the charge that it is judge, 
jury and prosecutor all in one. Con- 
gressman Smith has hammered at this 
point repeatedly, drawing out much 
testimony intended to show that a 
board 
with those three jobs to fill 


is apt to go haywire here and there. 


Defense tactics, as shaped by Mad- 


den and Smith and Board Counsel 
Fahy, have been 'to show that the 
situation really isn't as bad as it 
looks; that the different functions of 
the board are kept in air-tight com- 
partments, so that the job of pros- 
ecution is thoroughly insulated from 
the job of fact-finding. 


There is where Leiserson most sharp 


ly differs with his colleagues. By 
his philosophy, the only way to ans- 
wer the judge-jury-prosecutor charge 
is to say: "Why of course we're those 
three things in one—that's the only 
way in which a board like this can 
work; the only way in which a law like 
the Wagner pet can meet the problem 
it was created to meet.' 


Viewpoint Adopted From 


Wisconsin 


Leiserson draws his philosophy from 


the Wisconsin school 'of a generat- 
ion ago—the school of the elder La 
Follettee and the famous Dr. John 
R. Commons. That philosophy in brief 
runs like this: 


Complex modern life creates pro 


blems which existing machinery can- 
not handle.... problems partly legal, 
partly administrative, partly judicial. 
Courts can't handle them, because 
they've only partly legal problems; 
ordinary administrative agencies can't 
handle them, because they're only part 
ly administrative problems. The pro- 
blems can't be solved at all unless 
there is a new agency combining all 
of these functions in one. 


This is what is back of Leiserson's 


oft-repeated 
complaints about "too 


much of the legalistic viewpoint" 
on the board. Because that viewpoint 
is prevalent, he feels, the botird has 
hamstrung itself in its fight for life 


ies' own ground. 


The odd part about" it all is that 


Leiserson is commonly regarded as the 
board's one "moderate," even as its 
lone right-winger. Actually, he is 
much farther from the Smith com- 
mittee's viewpoint than are its two 
favorite targets, Smith and Madden.
